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7 Improvement in Paper - Making 
Machines. 








The purpose of this invention is to pro- 
vide a paper-making machine with a lower 
couch-roll or mold having longitudinal wood 
bars covered with a wire fabric, and an upper 
couch-roll and couching-felt, by means of 
which the paper, as it is received from the 
endless wire of the machine, is given the de- 
sired degree of pressure, and is removed from 
the endless wire and carried to the press-rolls ; 
and also to arrange the couching-felt with the 
upper and lower couch-rolls and with the 
press-rolls, so that the paper need not be re- 
moved from the couching-felt until after it has 
been pressed, but may be carried directly 
from the couch-rolls to the press-rolls, and be 
delivered from the couching-felt, after it has 
been pressed, to the driers, or to the felt which 
carries it through the driers, and also to 
arrange a wash-box containing the washing 
mechanism above the machine, so that the 
couching-felt may be continuously and thor- 
oughly washed while the paper is being manu- 
factured upon the machine. 

Figure 1 is a longitudinal sectional view of 
a Fourdrinier paper-machine having this im- 
provement. Fig. 2 is a front view of the 
lower couch-roll or mold, a portion of which 
is without the wire covering which operates in 
connection with the upper couch-roll; and 
Fig. 3 is a side view of one of the disks 
forming the frame of the lower couch-roll or 
mold. 

The frame, 2, of the machine, from the breast, 
31, tothe upper couch-roll, 6, is of the ordinary 
construction. The lower couch-roll or mold, 
5, which occupies the same position as the 
ordinary lower couch-roll, consists of a series 
of disks, 18, of suitable metal, each provided 
with one or more openings, ¢, and each having 
a series of radial openings or recesses, 19, in 
close proximity to each other, and extending 
inward toward its centre, say, to a distance of 
two or three inches, as shown in Fig 3. 
A number of these disks, 18, are used in the 
construction of .a lower couch-roll or mold 
and are placed at suitable distances apart and 
firmly secured upon a shaft, 17, which extends 
outward a little distance at each end to form 
journals upon which the roll or mold may re- 
volve in the frame of the machine. These 
disks are firmly secured to the shaft at suitable 
distances apart, with the radial openings or 
recesses, 19, all opposite each other orin a 
line in a direction lengthwise the roll or mold. 

A series of wooden bars, 20, made of any 
suitable wood—white pine being preferable — 
are secured in these radial recesses and extend 
longitudinally in a direction lengthwise the 
roll, their outside edges being made flush with 
the periphery of each disk, and when these 
disks and bars are all secured firmly together 
the whole is covered with a fine wire-cloth, 
thus forming a hollow roll whose periphery or 
shell is perforated with minute openings. 

By making the longitudinal bars of 
wood, if any hard substance should pass 
between the upper couch-roll and the low- 
er one, a limited number only of the longi- 
tudinal bars would be broken, and these 
may be easily removed from the roll without 
removing the latter from the machine, and 
new ones can be easily and quickly inserted in 
their places by any ordinary person who may 
be running the machine. When made in this 
way, the wood bars 20 being in close prox- 
imity to each other, and of great depth, as 
compared with their thickness, the roll is said 
to be very strong, and capable of sustaining a 
great pressure from the upper couch-roll, 6, 
much more so than the ordinary metallic roll. 

The press-rolls 7 and 8 are arranged to re 
volve in bearings in a suitable framework, 3, 
either made upon or secured to the ordinary 
frame, 2, of the machine, these rolls being ar- 
ranged to revolve in contact with each other 
with great pressure, and a wash-box, 9, made 
of any suitable material and watertight, is 
supported upon suitable framework in rear 
of the press-rolls 7 and 8, or above the ma- 
chine, and within this wash-box 9 is arranged 
a rose-pipe, Iz, or suitable pipe perforated 
with holes or longitudinal slits, and connected 





with the water-pipes around the machine, the 
pipe extending in the box in a direction across 
the machine, with a beater, 15, consisting, 
mainly, of a shaft provided with radial arms, 
and extending parallel with the pipe 12, and 
at a little distance therefrom. Suitable sup- 
porting and guide rolls, 10, are arranged to 
revolve within the wash-box, with other simi- 
lar supporting and guide rolls conveniently 
disposed and arranged to revolve in the frame- 
work near the upper part of the wash-box, 
and a tightening-roll, 13, conveniently ar- 
ranged to give the desired tension to the 
couching-felt, 14. 

The couching-felt, 14, extends around the 
upper couch-roll 6 ; thence between the press- 
rolls 7 and 8, and runs, in the direction indi- 
cated by the arrow, from the press-rolls over 
the two upper supporting-rolls 10, down into 
the wash-box g, and around the lower sup- 
porting-roll ro within the box; thence up be- 
tween the beater 15 and pipe 12, and over the 
two supporting-rolls 10 located just beneath 
the upper ones, and thence down around and 
beneath the tightening-roll 13 to the upper 
couch-roll 6, An outlet-pipe is connected 
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couching-felt, the latter taking it or removing 
it from the lower roll, 5, and conveying it to 
and through the press-rolls (of which there 
may be two pairs or sets, if desirable), after 


which the web is comparatively strong and | 


tenacious, and may be transferred to the dry- 
ing-felt with perfect safety, 

This arrangement is very compact, and by 
its means the length of the felt is greatly re- 
duced. 

This arrangement is adapted to be attached 
to any of the ordinary paper-making machines 
now in use, all that is required in making the 


additional framework, as 3, to the upper 
part of that portion of the ordinary frame 
which is near the couch-rolls or mold, all the 
other portions of the machine and its frame 
remaining the same.

with the wash-box 9, to conduct away the 
water which enters the box through the pipe 
12 in the operation of washing the couching- 
felt. 


When the machine is set in motion the 
upper couch-roll 6 revolves in the direction 
indicated by the arrow and with a pressure 
against the lower roll or mold which is said to 
be much greater than is possible with the rolls 
now in common use, by which a great portion 
of the water is pressed out of the pulp carried 
between the lower roll and the upper couch- 
roll by the wire, and the web is taken from the 
wire and adheres to the lower side of the 
couching-felt 14, and is carried along by the 
felt, as indicated by the arrow, and passes 
upward with the felt between the press-rolls 
7 and 8, where it is subjected to still greater 
pressure. After passing between these press- 
rolls the web of paper (represented at 25) is 
sufficiently hard and dry to be taken by hand 
and without danger of breakage and passed 
forward over the roll 32, and thence to the 
drier-felt, and passed around the drying-cyl- 
inders in the ordinary manner, while the 
couching-felt 14 passes rearward and into the 
wash-box 9, where it is constantly washed by 
the water from the pipe 12 and the beater 15, 
and passes thence downward and around the 
upper co uch-roll, 6, continuously. 


It will be seen that by this arrangement of a 
couching-felt with the upper and lower couch- 
rolls and press-rolls the web of paper is not 
handled at all until after it is pressed, instead 
of taking it from the lower couch-roll to an- 
other felt by hand in the usual manner. In 
the latter case the paper, in being passed 
by hand from the lower couch-roll to the felt, 
is handled at a point in its manufacture where 
it is the weakest, and it is at this point that so 
much of the ‘‘ broken paper” is run off, the 
web not being sufficiently strong oftentimes 
at this stage of its manufacture to sustain it- 
self even in passing from the lower couch-roll 
a little distance to the felt. In this instance 
the paper is not handled at all at this point, 
but adheres of itself to the lower side of the

The Acid or Bisulphite Processes.

(Continued.) 

The manufacturers with whom I have 
the pleasure of a personal acquaintance have 
lately availed themselves of the invitation to 
ask all pertinent questions requiring tests to 
answer. I have a half-dozen this week—but 
none need be backward in this matter or con- 
sider others more favored than they, as all 
answers sent to headquarters will receive the 
same attention and consideration as those sent 
directly to the laboratory operated in the in- 
terests of THE JOURNAL. 

The principal question referred to above is 
the matter of bark, how to remove it, and 
whether it is not a waste to remove it, but 
should it not be made into paper, &c. Judg- 
ing from authentic history of paper making, 
one would conclude that the bark of trees 
would have been the first thing to engage the 
attention of the experimenter, inasmuch as for 
all time our ancestors used this substance in 
the construction of web-fibre long before wood 
pulp and rag-engines were thought of, and 
even now I have made a better and stronger 
fibre from the bark of such trees as belong to 
the willow family than it is possible to obtain 
from the bodies. But thus far good results 
cannot be obtained from these processes under 
consideration, and after taking into considera- 
tion the cost of manufacture—largely expended 
in bleaching—and the limited proportion of 
bark, it would scarcely pay to bother with it. 
If, however, it is desired, [will take pleasure 
in making the required tests and preparing the 
results for publication, 

As to removing the bark previous to chip- 
ping the logs, there is a fine opportunity for 


in the aggregate would be considerably less, 
inasmuch as much less liquor is required. 

The bleaching of fibre thus made can be 
done altogether cheaper. An engine similar 
to a rag-washer, without the plate and sand- 
catcher, the fly-bars made of cheap iron, can 
be constructed of comparatively cheap ma- 
terials throughout. In no event is it good 
policy to fill the bleacher over two-thirds full, 
and the mass should be brought up to about 
g8° or as near the boiling-point as possible 
without actual ebullition, the same as with the 
alkali process. After coming from the wet 
machine the web should hold together suffi- 
ciently to bear two feet of its own weight, 
which it will readily do if not too wet. At 
this point many are in too big a hurry and 
turn on more bleach before the bleaching 
agents have time to act. It should be borne 
in mind that, unless the solution alone and 
not the fibre, has been blown off and replaced 
with hot water a number of times, the mois- 
ture present is decidedly acid, and until this 
is all removed or neutralized bleaching agents 
cannot act effectively upon the cellulose, and 
I have often noticed considerable chemical 
disturbance in the mass, the color remaining 
the same, and when the disturbance ceased it 
would change at once without further addi- 
tions of bleach. 

In quite a number of instances I have failed 
to attain the desired results when I was satis- 
fied that all of the rules had been carefully 
complied with, and almost invariably found 
that some of the purchased materials failed to 
come up to the standard upon which the calcu- 
lations were based ; so that right here I would 
urge upon the chemist, or the person having 
the matter in charge, the necessity of frequently 
testing everything, the strength of which may 
vary, or connected with which are opportuni- 
ties for doubt. 
ing of materials connected with the entire 


With few exceptions the test- 


process is not attended with the greatest ex- 
pertness, These expert tests are all well 
enough, and in all probability necessary semi- 
occasionally to prove the correctness of what 
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tests are made in the mill principally, but your 
consulting chemist—who, although a non-resi- 
dent, should be engaged by the year—can de- 
vise many simple tests within the ability of the 
intelligent foreman or superintendent, and 
with these made very often and verified occa- 
sionally by your expert, I do not see the neces- 
sity of the two or three thousand dollars extra 
for the sake of an expert at hand all the time, 
especially after the mill is once well started. 

When the desired color is reached the 
washer may be lowered and the cold water 
applied. After the mass has become cooled 
a little, it may be drained, and this liquor al- 
lowed to run into the sewer or waste-pipe, for, 
although it might eventually be put to some 
use, thus far I cannot find any value for it 
and throw it away. 

It will now be seen whether the acid solu- 
tion has been too strong or not, and with a 
complete record kept of each batch, successes 
and failures may be traced back to some cause 
at anytime. If too strong it will be found to 
have left its impress in some irregular tinted 
patches, which, having been subjected to the 
oxidizing agent, have had some tint or color 
peculiar to the wood fixed, which all bleaching 
agents know will not remain without injury to 
the fibre. Again, when the pulp reaches the 
dignity of paper it will resemble the patent 
egg-shell parchment more than anything else, 
or perhaps look like paper treated to acid and 
an alkali, and then washed. Just what it is. 
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East Indian Paper Making. 


Trades Journal says : 

Paper making in India was first practised in 
Cashmere, in the time of the great Emperor 
Akbar, and it spread rapidly all over India. 
It is probable that the inhabitants of the East- 
ern Himalaya had long previously derived the 
art, as practised in Nepaul, from China. The 
Nepaul papers exhibited are prepared from 
the bark of two sorts of daphne, and from the 
fibre of a plant which grows along the Hima- 
laya and on the mountains of Manipur to the 
northern frontier of Burmah. The Indian 
paper manufacturer, like his English confrére, 
is still seeking for a new material. The paper 
trophy and the special show-case contributed 
by the Bengal Exhibition Committee shows 
the paper materials, the half stuffs and the 
manufactured papers. The Bally Paper Mills, 
of Calcutta, and the Upper Indian Paper 
Mills, of Lucknow, are the chief contributors, 
and there is also a large collection of jail and 
native made papers. 

In the Kashmir Court examples are shown 
of the Kashmir papier-maché or 4dr-i-kalam- 
ddni. It is done on articles made of papier- 
maché by pulping coarse native paper, and 
molding the softened material to the required 
shape. The article is covered with a coating 
of white paint, on the surface of which a deli- 
cate pattern in colors is drawn with a fine 
brush, The surface is covered with a varnish 
made by boiling the clearest copal in pure 
turpentine. Carved and painted plaques illus- 
trate the method of decorating ceilings with 


this work. 
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The Origin of Blotting-Paper. 





When did blotting-paper come into 
general use? Reference was made to it in 
1661 by Fuller. He says: ‘‘ There are almost 
as many several kinds of paper as conditions 
of persons betwixt the emperor and beggar. 
Imperial, royal, cardinal, and so downward to 
that coarse paper called em/foretica, useful only 
for chapmen to wrap their wares in. Paper 
participates in some of the characteristics of 
the countrymen who make it; the Venetian 
being neat, subtle and courtlike ; the French, 
light, slight and slender; the Dutch, thick, 
corpulent and gross; not only to say some- 
times also charta-didu/a, sucking up the spongi- 
ness thereof.’’ The use of the substance was 
known before the year 1600, for the occur- 
rence of the name or its equivalents may be 
judged from the following books of that pe- 


riod: Ldschpapier, German; cartasugante, 
Italian ; fapier-buvard, French; and charta 
bibula, Latin, all meaning sucking.—/Pafer

The present movements in paper-trade 
circles are not disturbed to any alarming ex- 
tent by spasmodic fluctuations. 

Trade continues along from day to day ina 
quiet kind of way and while business seems at 
first glance to be dull, a very fair amount of 
trade is being daily transacted. 

There is a much better feeling among paper- 
stock dealers since the past few weeks have 
developed an improved demand from several 
sources. It is firmly believed that the little 
improvement noted is only the beginning of a 
firm market and that the later part of the year 
will show a more encouraging trade in paper 
stocks than has been experienced during the 
past six months. Prices are still low, butit has 
been shown that some grades of stock were 
sold lately at a small advance over previous 
juotations. 

The late order issued to collectors of cus- 
toms by Acting Secretary of the Treasury 
Fairchild relative to the entry of rags may 
have some affect on the rag market, but what 
kind of an effect depends upon the action tak- 
en by the local boards of health. Alt first 
glance it would seem as though the order 
might be of benefit to the trade, but, judging 
from an interview held this morfting with Dr. 
Durgan and George F. Babbitt, of the Boston 
Board of Health, the paper trade are not 
through with rag disinfection vet. 

In response to questions pertaining to the 
probable action of the Boston Board of Health 
in relation to the arrival of rags urider the late 
order of the Acting Secretary of the Treasury 
to the Collector of Customs, Mr. Babbitt gave 
the writer tq understand that any vessel arriv- 
ing at quarantine having rags as part cargo 
would be detained there until the rags were 
discharged. This, he stated, would be done, 
no matter what the condition of the rags was, 
whether disinfected abroad or not, and no 
matter where gathered or where shipped from. 
While the Boston Board of Health has not as 
yet taken official action upon this special mat- 
ter, as the late government order to the Col- 
lector of Customs was only received a day or 
two ago, and as no arrival of rags has de- 
manded official action, yet Mr. Babbitt was 
very pronounced in his opinion that the Board 
of Health would take just the stand as above 
given. Vessels with rags as part cargo will 
therefore be detained at quarantine station, 
the rags discharged and disinfected there. 
This will be practically a prohibition on rags, 
for it is doubtful if steamers will care to be 
detained at quarantine. 

That is the way the matter looks just now 
in Boston. The report of the committee on 
health, before which the whole subject has 
been ably presented during the recent hear- 
ings, and which report is anxiously waited for 
by importers and paper makers, may change 
this gloomy outlook. Upon that report much 
depends. 

A fair average movement is reported in the 
chemical market. Bleaching powders are 
quoted at 1.45c. to 1.55c., as per brand and 
quantity, demand only moderate and spot 
stocks very light. Advices from Liverpool 
state that bleach is very firm and importers 
claim that an increased demand would elevate 
prices. Caustic soda is in fair demand and 
firm, and in small spot supply, 2.47%c. to 
2.524%c. being the quotations. Soda ash is 
quoted at 1c. to 1.35c., as per brand and 
quantity, none in store, the Brunner Mond 
brand being in good demand; .g5c. to Ic. is 
the quotation on soda crystal. 

The receipts of chemicals for the week to 
date include Se casks of Mapching pewter,

425 drums of caustic pore and 144 casks of 


soda ash. 

The imports of paper stock for the same 
time comprise 558 bales of paper stock, 120 
bales of paper waste, 167 bales of cotton waste 
and 179 bales of old bagging, a total of 1,024 
bales. 

Of miscellaneous imports the receipts were 
295 casks of china clay, too barrels of vene- 
tian red, 304 bags and 21 bale of hide cuttings. 

B. F. French, representing Horace Dutton, 
paper-stock dealer, has returned from his busi- 
ness trip abroad, arriving this week by the 
Catalonia from Liverpool. 

Stephen G. Train has also returned after a 
six weeks’ absence, he coming by the Adriatic 
via New York. 

O. H. Greenleaf and family, of Holyoke, 
Mass., are expected to leave Europe by the 
Adriatic for New York on that steamer’s re- 
turn trip, August 19. 

F. A. Downing, of the Warren Steamship 
Line, is back from a ten-days’ vacation tour. 

W. T. Barker, one of Boston’s young and 
progressive paper makers, is spending a good 
deal of time at Bennington, N. H., looking 
after the improvements being made on his 
Monadnock Mill. 

The Boston Belting Company is preparing 
to move into new quarters. This company is 
now located at Nos. 222 to 226 Devonshire 
street, but in a few days the new quarters 
Nos. 256 to 260 Devonshire street, will be oc- 
cupied. The new stores have been quite ex- 
tensively fitted up and every convenience in- 
troduced for the proper handling of its goods. 
The Boston Belting Company is pretty well 
known to paper makers, as it has a constant 
demand from paper mills for rubber-covered 
rollers, deckle strap, belting and hose. These 
goods are of the very best quality manufac- 
tured. Quality counts, and it has counted big 
for the Boston Belting Company. 

W. A. & F. W. Burdett, paper dealers, is 
the name of a new firm whose sign hangs 
over the door at No. 1 Federal street. No 
stock is yet displayed, but the store is being 
arranged for it. W. A. Burdett, the senior 
member of the firm, was the bookkeeper for 
F. A. Packard & Co. for nine years. The 
business of the new house will be confined 
mostly to the New England and city trade.

Holyoke Notes. 
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Ho ryoxg, Mass., August s, 1886. 

The wanderers have all returned from 
Saratoga, where they enjoyed themselves as 
only paper makers can, and business ha§ set- 
tled down to its normal condition. Trade 
seems to be holding its own very well for this 
season of the year, and most of the manufac- 
turers are very well satisfied with the outlook, 
with one solitary exception, which is, of 
course, prices. But it sometimes seems as if 
manufacturers are largely to blame because of 
these low figures, for if they could come to 
some sort of an agreement and stand by it 
they could in a measure regulate prices. 
There is a steady volume of business and 
there are orders on the books at most of the 
mills to cover the production. Fine writings 
are in fair demand, book and news are mov- 
ing moderately, while other grades are hold- 
ing theirown. A better feeling is apparent 
in the stock market, domestics especially 
showing an increased demand. There is 
more of a disposition on the part of buyers to 
lay in moderate stocks, provided prices suit. 
This picking up of bargains has used up most 
of the job lots, and higher prices have been 
talked in some quarters. The chemical trade 
is quiet and the dealings are limited. 

An accident happened at the Beebe & 
Holbrook paper mill on Saturday morning 
which necessitated the shutting down of the 
machine-room for a few days. The building 
operations which have been going on at the 
mill required the removal of the foundation 








ee of the screen-room, nnd ‘the side of the | 


wall was shored up in order to keep it from 
falling; but the recent heavy rains under- 
mined the timbers and the walls and floors fell, 
letting down the old screens. Fortunately no 
one was in the room at the time, and a bad ac- 
cident was avoided. The mischief was re- 
paired as soon as possible. 

The assessors have just figured out the val- 
uation of the city and they find that the total is 
$16,873,635, a gain over last year of $738,110, 
and this, in the face of a very dull year, is 
very gratifying. The personal property 
amounts to $4,300,530 and the real estate is 
$12,199,960. The total number of polls is 
6,789, an increase during the year of 338. The 
tax rate on $1,000 is $18.20, against $17.20 
a year ago. It is thought that the increase in 
valuation will be fully as large this year as 
last, as many new mills, tenement and _ busi- 
ness blocks, houses and stores are being built. 

F, M. Towne, of the Franklin Paper Com- 
pany’s office, and M. J. Leavitt, employed by 
the Dickinson Paper Company, are becoming 
expert oarsmen and both own handsome 
shells. They have taken part in several 
races with Springfield oarsmen this season, 
Leavitt having beaten Joyce, Springfield’s 
champion, once and been beaten by Joyce 
once. Towne has taken part in two races, 
but has not won a race yet. In a race on Sat- 
urday with Quilty, of Springfield, over a two- 
mile course, Towne came in not three feet be- 
hind Quilty, losing the race in one-fifth of a 
second. 

The paper mill and other trades league 
clubs contending for the championship of the 
city are having a lively season, and much in- 
terest is being manifested among the mill em- 
ployees and outsiders. As a means of health- 
ful recreation for the men it is very beneficial, 
and all hands turn out toseethe games. The 
strongest clubs are the Deanes, Nonotucks, 
Winonas, Whitings and Clerks, in about the 
order named. It is thought that the Deanes 
will carry off the championship emblem, as 
they have the larger number of experienced 
players. | 

Frank Farley, an employee of the Whiting 
Paper Company, died recently of consump- 
tion and the body was taken to Lee for burial. 
The help in the mill contributed a sum of 
money toward the burial expenses, which was 
sent to Mrs. Farley. 

Nothing has been learned about Charles 
Tclman, an employee of the Whiting Paper 
Company, who so mysteriously disappeared 
ten days or more ago. Mr. Tolman is thirty- 
three years old, five feet nine inches tall, 
weighs 135 pounds, and wore a dark suit when 
he was last seen. His family are naturally 
very anxious about hlm. 

Charles Connell ‘had three fingers badly 
hurt in the calender rolls at the Nonotuck 
Paper Mill one day recently. J. O. Rogers, 
employed in the Union Paper Company's re- 
pair shops, had two fingers injured in the gear- 
ing. Ayoung man named Hito, employed at 
the Newton Paper Mill, had one of his 
shoulders dislocated by a heavy bale of rags 
which fell on it. 

Robert Mitchell, who has been employed in 
the shipping department of the Beebe & Hol- 
brook Paper Mill for a long time, has become 
a collector for a local furniture company.

Washington Notes. 
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Wasuincton, D. C., August 5, 1286. 

The first session of the forty-ninth 
Congress came to an end this afternoon. “At 
four P. M. the doors of the two Houses closed 
to all legislative business, and with much hand- 
shaking and mutual expressions of good will 
the law makers of the nation bade each other 
farewell. The country is to be congratulated 
that for a time, at least, there will be no 
agitation of vital questions affecting the busi- 
ness affairs of the country. What has this 
Congress done up to the hour of adjourn- 
ment, is an inquiry that anyone can 
easily answer who has followed legislative 
matters with even a cursory glance each day 
for the past eight months. The necessary 
work of providing the funds for carrying on 
the routine work of the government was 
rushed through in the last few days of the 
session and some of the most important ap- 
propriation bills have been signed by the

As foreshadowed, the Russian Govern- 
ment issued a decree, on July 25, fixing a 
duty of 7.90 rubles per pud on prints, 
chromos, colored paper, papeteries, &c. 
The new duty will be collected on and 
after January 1, 1887. Thistax is specially 
designed to encourage domestic industry.

| ing, for the purpose of introducing a new 
method of manufacturing bisulphite 
fibre. These parties, we believe, have 
overcome the trouble with the digesters 
| used for this purpose, and they claim 
| that they can produce a digester, either 
rotary or stationary, without a lining of 
any kind, that will stand the acid solu- 
| tions under pressure withthe same success 
| that iron stands the caustic-soda process, 
| the digester being as cheap to construct 
| if not cheaper than lead-lined digesters, 
| The parties interested propose to build a 
| mill at once to demonstrate the value of 
| what they own, instead of asking others 
| to experiment for them. When they have 
| the plant in operation they will invite in- 
| spection by all who care to investigate or 
| are interested. This shows faith in their 
| undertaking. It seems to be certain that 
the processes for the production of bi- 
sulphite fibre are to go through a further 
| system of evolution.

This is seen 
rival of eight hundred logs from 
‘tea at Duisburg, Prussia, for ac- 
count of the firm of Albert Maassen, saw- 
mill owners. These logs were sent via 
Rotterdam and Dordrecht, and towed 
| up the Rhine in fifty hours’ time from 
| Dordrecht. The duty in Germany on 
| lumber, or timber not in the rough state, 
is six marks the cubic metre (or one mark 
the 100 kilograms), but it is only 1.20 per 
cubic metre, or 20d. the 100 kilograms, on 
logs which are only sawed across, or 
hewn, or chopped through with an axe. 
This is the first shipment that ever 
ascended the Rhine coming from Amer- 
ica, and it only represents one-third of 
the invoice ordered, and the difference in 
the duty is so great that a big buSiness 
seems to be in prospect. Weare sending 
logs to Germany and at the same time 
import German pulp. This is queer. 





RECURRING to the meeting of the as- 
sociation last week, we are more im- 
pressed with what was left undone that 
ought to have been done than with the 
action as reported. The same feeling of 
disappointment pervades the trade, a 
feeling not confined to manufacturers, 
but extending to the mill hands as well, 
as will be seen from two communi- 
cations presented in another column. 
The letter from Mr. Pettebone on the sub- 
ject of shutting down at an earlier hour 
on Saturday should have been more de- 
liberately considered, notwithstanding the 
fact that it was anticipated by the reso- 
lution offered by Mr. Newton and the 
action taken thereunder. Prior to the 
meeting THE JOURNAL suggested the 


advisability, not to say desirability, 
of the association putting itself on 
record as favoring the proposition, 


and thus giving the weight of its influ- 
ence to those who have been waiting for 
such action to reinforce their wavering 
opinion. Had it been decided to recom- 
mend shutting the mills down at six P. M. 
on Saturday, not to start up until six 
A. M. on Monday, the effect would not 
have been prejudicial to the market, 
but would, we believe, have been influ- 
ential in helping the manufacturers 
to that which they are all looking for— 
better prices. Then again, the mill hands 
would have recognized the action of the 
association as a friendly movement cal- 
culated for their benefit. We must not, 
however, be understood to suggest any 
unfriendly feeling in the disposition made 
of the proposition referred to. There 
is no doubt that mill owners are generally 
favorable to it and are only waiting, one 
on the other, to see whether it shall not 
be agreed on. Mr. Pettebone, we think, 
gives good and sufficient reasons why 
this should be done, and his suggestions 
can be carried out without waiting for the 
action of the association next year. 





PAPER-STOCK IMPORTS. 


The total imports of rags and paper 
stock at the port of New York during the 
month ended July 31, as reported, were 
39,077 bales, an increase over the cor- 
responding month of last year of 13,447 
bales, and a decrease compared with 
July, 1884, of 3,428 bales. There was a 
decrease from last year in rags of 1,141 
bales. Manilla stocks show a decrease of 
2,868 bales, and old papers an increase of 
657 bales. Wood pulp shows an increase 
of 16,799 packages. The total figures in 
each class of stock during the month of 
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July, for the years 1886, 1885 and 1884, 
are as follows:

Trade Talks. 





Edward C. Anderson, of Anderson & Stan- 
ton, New York.—The mutual insurance com- 
panies have been charging 1 per cent., but the 


rate has been advanced to 1 percent. In | 


most of the companies it is necessary not 
only to subscribe cash, but to give a note of 
from three to five times the amount of the 
premium. Thus, if a man pays 1 per cent. 
on $10,000 insurance, it will cost him $125 
and his note for five times that amount, which 
is assessable. A number of fires may occur, 
and were not this system adopted there would 
not be sufficient funds to meet the losses. 
But it may happen, as in one instance, 
that no assessment may be called, but it is 


still necessary to hold the paper for use if it is | 


called for. Mr. Atkinson’s company was or- | 
ganized many years ago to do a woolen and | 
cotton factory business. After a while, some 
of the directors being interested in paper mills, 
a proposition was made to include paper mills, 
and after considerable discussion this proposi- 
tion was adopted. Mr. Whiting told me that 
the cotton and woolen mills had cost them 
a fraction less than 29 per cent. of the 
premiums received to cover the loss, while 
their risks on paper mills had cost 47 
per cent. and in March or April they 
had losses of $1,000,000 in Holyoke and 








some other place, which is not counted in the | 
47 percent. Theconsequence is that the men 
who are directors in cotton and woolen mills 
object seriously to insuring paper mills, and 
itis only nip or tuck whether they do not aban- 
don the whole scheme. So as not to lose the 
business, they went before the convention of 
paper makers and advocated the establishment 
of a paper-mill insurancecompany. Their ob- 
ject was this : The paper manufacturers to-day 
think that their mills are as good as they can be, 
while they are positively not. If they get this 
company organized then they will go to work 
to introduce sprinklers, take off all coating 
from ceilings and show bare walls, put in iron 
doors between connecting rooms, force-pumps, 
&c., and educate the paper makers to a better 
system, so that there will be less fires. Then 
they can hold them in the manufacturers’ 
mutual. The thing is good for the manufac- 
turers, for the reason that it educates them 





and causes them to put their mills in shape. 
Some years ago we insured paper mills and 
controlled lots of them, but one company after 
another gave them up. Unless the mill men 
themselves do something the mutuals will 
give them up. The result will be that the 
paper manufacturers will be without insurance, 
and that will affect their credit. The paper 
manufacturers, however, must not expect to 
getalow rate of insurance, unless they are 
willing to equip their mills so as to meet the 
requirements of the mutual companies, and so 
lessen the risks on their mills.

Removing Bark. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

In your issue of July 24 you, in an editorial 
paragraph, refer to a machine, undoubtedly 
mine, for peeling logs, giving a short descrip- 
tion of the same, and following with the query ; 
“Is there anything curious in this?” Well, 
I should say there was ! 

The bark or outer coating of ligneous vege- 
table growths, as trees and shrubs, holds the 
same, or very nearly the same, relations to 
the rest of the plant as the human skin does 
to the body, or, in short, vegetables have a 
skin invariably, as do animal bodies. In young 
growths the bark in its early development is 
delicate and tender, and its functional aid to 
the life and growth of the plant is more easily 
observed and recognized ; but as the growth, 
which is from inward, increases outward—each 
accretion becoming harder, tougher and 
dryer—the bark becomes a horny or silicious 
tegument. 

The problem of removing the bark of logs, 
in which the writer is chiefly interested, is 
most easily solved when the wood is green 
and full of sap. The inner surface is 
striated longitudinally, so that having these 
fine depressed and raised lines running in 


| the direction of the grain of the tree, and 


fitting into corresponding grooves or tongues, 
it clings closely to the wood, held more closely 
still by the adherent nature of gum or sap. 
To pull this bark off easily it must be done 
in longitudinal strips in the direction of those 
lines or its natural cleavage. The adherent 
sap aids rather than retards this process once 
begun, as it forms an easily-broken bond be- 
tween the bark and wood. 

When the wood and bark have become dry, 
or when cut in winter time, when containing 
less sap, the bark is not thus so easily re- 
moved. This method is available then only 
by aidof draw-knives. To be removed other- 
wise it must be treated by some chemical or 
mechanical method found best suited. Of 
chemical methods I do know that soaking in 
water for a length of time will weaken the 
bond of sap that holds the bark to the wood, 
so that the former can be easily and quickly 
scraped or peeled off. Of other chemical 
processes I am ignorant of any practical 
enough not to injure both bark and wood. 

Any mechanical process of peeling logs must 
be confined to either what may be described as 
a stripping or cutting operation, or a combina- 
tion of these; nothing else will do it effectually. 
Stripping or cutting involves the use of hooks, 
points or knives. The problem to be solved is, 
then, simply, how are these to be best and most 
quickly and efficiently applied? I answer this 
question by asserting that the best method is 
by putting them in rapid motion by means of 
a quickly revolving cylinder, set for conveni- 
ence in horizontal bearings. This is a fact, 
and, I claim, a curious fact, that I have arrived 
at this conclusion after many months of 
study, and it is very curious that no one 
thought of it before. 

The shape of the knives is another curious 
thing, they being all so arranged as to cut the 
bark in the direction of its natural cleavage— 
longitudinally, or partially so. 

But the adjustment, automatic, and self- 
feeding, is the most curious of all. Anybody 
could get up a machine to put a log in a 
lathe and turn it before a revolving cutting 
cylinder ; but then that would be a rigid ad- 
justment only fit to turn logs correctly centred, 
and making them all perfect cylinders and 
wasting much good wood, 

The curious thing about my adjustment is 
that it takes any common length of log—any 
shape of log at all approaching longitudinal 
symmetry—and any shaped log at all ap- 
proaching symmetry in its circumference, cir- 
cular, or elliptic, or eccentric, and peels off 
the bark—and nothing else. 

How can you apply machinery to a log 
quicker than to its whole length and surface 
by one revolution of the log? 

Other machines might be made, like a band- 
knife or a band-saw, like a planer with knife 
running in horizontal grooves back and forth 
along the sides of the log, or the log might be 
passed through a series of revolving planers— 
horizontal, vertical, and at approved angles— 
but there is no shorter or simpler way than by 
sensitive adjustment to bring the complete 
surface of the log, by one revolution, in con- 
tact with cutting knives, and completely re- 
move the bark. This I claim to do, P.

It is understood that any 
one subscriber may subscribe as many risks as he 
has separate pieces of property to be insured, so that 
the number of policies to be taken out shall be 200 
or more and the aggregate amount not less than §r,- 
000,000, at such proportionate rates of premium as may 
be equitable. 


When the requisite number of policies and 
amount of insurance shall have been sub- 
scribed a charter will be obtained for the com- 
pany.

The 
Pennsylvania Coal Company has issued a cir- 
cular making rates at Newburgh $3.25 for 
Lump, $3.05 for Grate and Egg, $3.50 for 
Stov® $3.35 for Chestnut, $2.20 for Pea. 
There have been no other circulars issued for 
August as yet. Prices are somewhat firmer, 
although we do not hear that the full price-list 
is being realized as yet. The quotations are 
as noted in our last, $3.15 for Grate, Egg and 
Nut, and $3.50 for Stove, for the best grades 
of free-burning coal f. 0. b. at the tide-ship- 
ping points. The sales-agents held a meeting 
and agreed to hold to the present list. As we 
have noted, the increase in the production by 
the first of September will not show up such a 
large aggregate as we have thus far been ac- 
customed to, and there is no reason why coal 
should not be in such demand as to warrant its 
selling at higher figures than is now the case. 
Trade in the interior has taken on quite a brisk 
appearance, and since our last considerable 
activity has prevailed at Buffalo, and ship- 
ments have been larger, the tonnage to Chi- 
cago showing very considerably larger totals. 
The Western committee, on the 28th, made 
rates I5 cents a ton higher, and the figures are 
likely to be more nearly adhered to. The 
railroads take advantage of any proposed in- 
crease in rates, and tolls are advanced. The 
Eastern market does not take hold very ac- 
tively as yet, for there are stocks in hand pur- 
chased at low prices. We have the report 
from some of the most reputable houses in the 
trade at New York that business is decidedly 
more active, and that there is now no anticipa- 
tion of any ‘ set-back.’” Bituminous coal is 
active, and the shipments show up heavier at 
all points ; this is surely indicative of an active 
condition of trade and manufactures. As to 
prices there is not any beneficial change to 
note ; coal is cheap and wages are low, and 
so are the railway charges.

Morrison is determined to push his measure 
and Mr. Randall is just as anxious to meet 
the issue with his well-known energy and 
stubborn combativeness. Mr. Reagan will in 
all probability use his best efforts toward se- 
curing the passage of his Interstate Com- 
merce bill early next winter, but it is quite 
probable these will only occupy the’ attention 
of Congress until the budgets are in shape for 
consideration by the whole House.

The Post-Office Department will in a few 
days issue a circular of instructions to post- 
masters which will entirely remodel the pres- 
ent regulations in regard to the ten-cent stamp 
special delivery of letters. The bill that has 
been passed by Congress in accordance with 
the recommendation of the Postmaster-Gen- 


be even less prolific of needed legislation. the exercise of 
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eral instead of restricting this service to offices 
in towns of four thousand inhabitants or more 
extends it to every office in the country and to 
all classes of mail matter as well as letters. 
The postmasters are to receive eight cents for 
each letter and are to be allowed to make 
what arrangements or contracts they may de- 
sire to secure the prompt delivery of this class 
of mail matter. It will not be required that a 
force of carrier boys should be maintained. 
This new legislation with regard to the matter 
of special delivery removes many of its dis- 
agreeable and annoying features and will tend 
to popularize the system.

Senate agreed upon the surplus resolution, it 


the conferees of the House and 
came to thé President too late, and he did not 
act upon it, and it thus fails to become a law. 
The conference report fixed the limit of the 
surplus at $100,000,000, but allowed a working 
surplus in addition of $20,000,000, and author- 
ized the suspension of the resolution in case of 
emergency by the President and Secretary of 
the Treasury. The provision relating to the 
redemption of trade dollars was stricken out. 
In the departments matters have been ina 
rush for the past few days owing to the de- 
mands made by Senators and members for in- 
formation relative to appropriations, expendi- 
ture, &c. But little of especial interest has 
transpired. At the Post-Office Department it 
is learned that the Third Assistant Postmaster- 
General has issued a circular to postmasters, 
in which he says that a new contract has re- 
cently been made at greatly reduced rates for 
furnishing the department with stamped en- 
velopes and newspaper wrappers for the four 
years commencing October 1, 1886. A cor- 
responding reduction will accordingly be made, 
to take effect on and after that date in the 
price of stamped envelopes issued for sale to 
the public. To more fully meet the wants of 
the public certain new sizes and styles have 
been added to the list. In order that the pub- 
lic in purchasing stamped envelopes may 
everywhere and at the same time have the 
benefit of the new rates, postmasters are urged 
to make every effort to exhaust their present 
stock and to limit the requisitions on the de 
partment to cover actual requirements to the 
close of the present quarter as nearly ds the 
| same can be estimated. The department in 
its discretion will cur- 
tail requisitions for ordinary stamped enve- 
lopes when the quantities ordered may seem 
excessive. Special request envelopes, being 
sold and paid for in advance, will, however, 
continue to be furnished in such quantities as 
may be ordered, and postmasters should not 
discourage the sale of such envelopes pending 
the change of prices. In cases where the sup 
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ply of stamped envelopes now in the hands of 
postmasters is found to be more than sufficient BO 0 K APER M A | ACTURER, 


to last until the first of October next, the sur- 
plus may be sold to or exchanged with neigh- 
boring postmasters, who may need the enve- 
lopes and be willing to purchase or exchange.

ceived by one postmaster from another in ex- 
change for such stamped envelopes, and such 
sales or exchanges need not be specially re- 
ported to the department. Exchanges must 
not, however, be made by postmasters for pri- 
vate parties, as no abatement in price will be 
allowed on stamped envelopes remaining on 
hand on September 30, and as the return to 
the department of such envelopes will not be 
permitted, postmasters will readily see the 
advantage of exercising the utmost care to 
exhaust their supply by that date. 

The new fiscal year opens with a monthly | 
reduction in the public debt of $9,000,000, 
which is greater than that for July, 1885, by 
$446,000. The gold fund shows an increase of 
over $800,000, the gain being about evenly di- 
vided between coin and bullion, showing that 
but little gold was taken for export last month. 
There was no material increase in the holding 
of silver dollars during the month, there being 
kept in circulation about all the silver dollars 
coined during July.
